Presson bad "used bis Influence as 
one who 1?/ supposed to be respected 
and admired and be totally pbused 
that trust, that respect that the young 
men put in him.*' 
L' t'He violated - not only physical- 
I, . JyYbut mentally violated — those 
* l young men" 

Even a Short prison sentence, sug- 
gested the angry mother of another 
young, man, might have Indicated 
that society, will not tolerate conduct 
like that from tbe man Who bad been 
active fn such youth programs as 
Scouting and Civil Air Patrol. 

"£ven tbe boys feel that way about 
it." she said. 

"If this roan Is let go to do this 
again, ajtd again, and again, well 
(hen we might as well just tell all (be 
child molesters out here, 'Jfs OK'..." 

Put It Is not OK — as the Judge and 
tbe psychologists who have been 
treating Presson agreed. 



Nelson noted that tbe Judicial sys- 
tem does not operate only through 
criminal law, and that civil actions 
may be brought even after the crimi- 
nal statute ot limitations expires. 

He fined Presson $10,000 and 
ordered him to pay for any counsel- , 
Ing services that shall be deemed re- \ 
quired by his victims. , 

The Judge also put a freeze on tbe ; 
transfer or disposition of any of 
Pressor's assets In order to. guar- j 
antee that money will remain avail- : 
able to help bis victims. 

Presson must continue to get 
mental health counseling. He must 
report to his probation officer when* 
ever be prepares to leave iof a coun- 
seling session 

No one other than bis immediate 
family wilt be allowed inside his 
home with him. No one under age 21 
will be allowed inside at any time 
during the home confinement, 
Nelson said. . 

None of It seemed enough for Gar- 
null. 

)le bad sought tbe maximum pris- 
on sentence of U yeurs. He bad been 
outraged that tbe psychological plan 
of treatment proposed for Presson 
calls eventually for him to become 
involved again with young people. 

"It's a case for Ripley's Believe It 
Or Not," said the prosecutor. 

Sex offense cases Involving 
children, by all accounts, are diffi- 
cult. Garnati suld they will be even 
harder to prosecute now. 

But the alternative Is actually no 
alternative at all, he said. 

"There's no easy solution or brilli- 
ant answer. I guess I'm very disap- 
pointed right now, but the best thing 
1 can say Is even though we all are 
shocked and disappointed, we just 
can't give up. We have to keep fight- 
ing." 

He intends to do just that, 
"I'll be here Monday morning," be 
said.

1989, Presson and two bovs entered,

- Once they entered the water, she 
' said, Presson pulled one of the boys

Hood said she watched as Presson. 
, fondled the boy and. watched as* ha, 
goc out of the water. 

"When he (Presson) got out of the ~ 
water and he was cc^ng toward me^

did not notify authorities because she 
did not know the names of Presson or 
the boys, and wanted to get more 
uuormation. 

On April 22, Hood testified, she 
again saw Presson with two boys at. 
the club pool. When the three got in - 
(he water, she said, the same activity 
began again. 

"He (Presson) just started right ' 
away, fondling onto his breast and 
his genital area," she said, adding, 
"This dme it was more than the fine • 
time, it was I ike be was masturbating 
him." - — ■ •

low end of the pooL 

Defense attorney Bernard Paul 
asked Hood if she believed Presson. 
could have been teaching (he boys to 
swim. -M • — ■ a* 

The way he was touching them, 
he wasn't trying io teach inem. too 
swim."* she replied, 

Gamau asked Hood what she saw' 
after Presson stopped touching die 
boy. 

^ "He hetd htm up in the water like 
,be was floating on his back and he 7

Hood said after witnessing Pres- 
son'sactswtth the boys, she spoke to 
a friend of hers in another room. 
Wtihoutsayingwhat she thought was 
going on. Hood asked her friend to 
watch the pool area. Her friend did 
.to, and returned, infuriated, to the; 
room Where Hood was. 

9oth women agreed to report the 
incident to the managerrm duty. They 
did so, and obtained PressonJs name. 

Hood's friend also asked the boys 
their names in order to report the 
incident, according to Roger Webb, a 
dctecUvewiUitheWHIiam<onCounry 
ShenfT s Department, who also testi- 
fied in the hearing.
